Several moves and, annouiKements at the na¬ 
tional capital In i-ecent times give strong support to, 
the contention that the piesent administration 
hasn't any desire, and doesn't see any need, to 
tighten up the purse strings. Today's Liberal gov¬ 
ernment la probably more spendthrift than any 
other the nation has borne. 

The prime minister ha* just announced the ap- 
'pointment of a record number of 27 parliamentary 
secretaries who are Liberal backbencher* already 
being paid $26,(X)0 a year In salary and expenses. 
They Will sit at the right hand of the cabinet 
mtnistere to which they have been delegated, and 
each will be slipped another $4,000 a year for doing 

Their main job, apparently, is to attend sit¬ 
tings of the Commons in the place of their min¬ 
isters absent with other duties and activities, and 
attempt to answer questions that might arise per¬ 
taining to their particular offices.

I T IS MOST DIFFICULT to agree with the opin¬ 
ion of some delegates to a conference in Hali¬ 
fax On pollution control that lack of public concern 
Is a barrier facing goveniments and scientists in 
their fight against pollution. Dr. P. D. McTaggart 
Cowan, executive dinector of the Science Council of 
Canada,.Is quoted forinstance as saying that Cana¬ 
da "still lacks the level of public commitment io 
make legislation work.” And Christian DeLaet. se 
cretary-general of the Canadian-Counctl of Re 
souix-e Ministers, is reported to have said that gov 
ernments have enacted enough gotxl legislation to 
battle ixillution but there la a need to activate K'. 
people should notvovade the responsibility. 

Granting that scientists may be among the 
leaders in seeking to curb pollution, the suggestion 
that governments are keen to a’cl, bill that the 
public is not, must be questioned. One is much 
more ready to Ivelieve that governments and their 
agencies tag behind popular will, acting only In 
response to a demand that leaves ho doubt of the 
political consequences of inaction.

state of Massachusetts has recently followed the 
example of Michigaarin providing a way for citi¬ 
zens to fight environmental damage dii'ectly. Any 
ten persons can together seek remedial action' 
through the courts for any actual or potential de¬ 
al nadion, damage or impairment to the environ¬ 
ment or any natural resource. The new law con¬ 
tains safeguards against frivolous or s|)ile or nui¬ 
sance actions. 

In signing the measure, Ihe governor of the 
state observed, according to The Oiristian Science 
Monitor, that "loo often the public has had to wajt 
for Ihe appropriate enforcemenl bodies — execu¬ 
tive or Judicial — to take action against pollutei-s. 
Too often political or economic restraints on ag 
gi-essive action have proved overwhelmingly |N)w- 
erful, and we all have been the losers." 

If any government really feels Itself held hark 
by public apathy, a "citizens’ right of action" bill of 
this sort might in experience soon give it a dif¬ 
ferent Impression.

Because poverty is a seif- 
perpefuatlng condition, the 
children of these women are 
also condemned to live a life 
of poverty.

When we are engaged In soatteiiiig 
fertiliser or spraading manure around a 
plant or a tree, one common mistake 
•van the most experienoed gardeners 
make It to oonoentfate the stuff hsi 
eloee to the mein stem. We forget that 
the okMedn roots ere mostly for anchor¬ 
age. end the active feeding root tips ex¬ 
tend quite a reroa^kab^ distance from 
the plant. 

I thought I knew the habits of my 
plants fairly well, but nuw I am not so 
sure, fur on two oocasUms recently I 
have been jolted out of my cnniida- 
oenoy.

Away down at the far eiul of tlie gar¬ 
den we have a UHiple of ancient rhu¬ 
barb plants which have been shameful 
ly neglected, fur there U never enough 
manure to gw around, and die pis>r edd 
rhubarb ahvays seems to get the abort 
end of the stidu with the precloda stuff 
going to glam mous sulijects. 

The plants iiave always cropiied well, 
thoui^, lu^K1uumg lldck juicy stalks of 
excellent flavor, even though they have 
never been fed at all.
